Indep endent surv ey s and state 
rep orts currently rate the city ’s i 
business activ ity at high lev el. 
Desp ite the imp ression of local 
Rosiness with a firm foundation 
for continued growth, Reid p redict­ 
ed, the time is not far ahead when 
inadequate p arking room here 
is 
going to cut deep ly into Circlev ille^ 
trade v olume.

REID CLAIMED p otential cus­ 
tomers, for many 
p ast 
months, 
hav e been turning away more and 
more from the cie in fav or of oth­ 
er nearby communities. And he 
.jointed to p articular p lans for a 
huge shop p ing center to be built 
not far south of Co >mbus 
Such a shop p ing center is cer­ 
tain to giv e 
the local 
business 
heav y comp etition, Reid p ointed 
out, and esp ecially after Route 23 
is imp orv ed to a modern four-lane 
highway . He said work on the shop ­ 
p ing center between here and Co- 1 
lumbus is scheduled to start early 
in 19 56.

Kirk, who farm s 335 acres near 
Jeffersonville, Ohio, credits a “ put- 
back” pro gram of soil

ment, which builds and maintains 
the fertility level, with

part in making his victory possible. 
Kirk listed this pro g ra m a s: 
1-Feeding the soil a well balanc­ 
ed supply of nitrogen, 
phosphate 
and potash fertilizer. 
2-Liming the soil as needed ev- 
$e ry three y ears. 
3-Returning m anure and crop re­ 
sidues to the soil. 
4-Using a rotation that gives 
a 
soil-building legume crop two 
y ea rs 
of four. 
The 1954 championship corn was 
grown on a field plowed out of 
a n 
alfalfa sod in the Spring. Before 
seeding, Kirk disced in IOO pounds 
of ammo nium nitrate. Then in the 
row he added 250 pounds per acre 
^ o f a complete fertilizer carry ing 
N itro ge n, 
phosphate 
and 
potash. 
The soil had been previously fert­ 
ilized by regular additions of plant 
food to preceding crops in the ro ­ 
tation. 
Kirk had about 175 acres in com 
last y ear, with y ields that averaged 
close to 90 bushels per acre.

top-dresses the field the following 
spring with a complete fertilizer. 
He say s y ield results are much 
better by this method than by re­ 
ly ing on a top-dressing of nitro­ 
gen alone. Kirk usually seeds the 
legume crop early in the Spring. 
He uses a fifty -fifty alfalfa-clover 
mix tures plus a small amount of 
timothy . 
Kirk cla ims tha t the 1954 sea * 
so n in Ohio wa s the best g ro wing 
y ea r in recent histo ry . 
‘My fa rm ’s soil,” he said “was 
In prime condition to take full ad­ 
vantage of the favorable conditions. 
We got all the rain we needed. 
Good tilth, good drainage and an 
abundant supply of organic m atter 
enabled the soil to store up mois­ 
ture sufficient for all

ies.”

disease. 
3-Grazing and 
harvesting man­ 
agem ent that gives y ou max imum 
returns from every acre. 
Bachtel points out that the in­ 
creased y ields of high q uality for­ 
age will not only pay for the in­ 
vestment in fertilizer, but may re­ 
turn two or three times the money 
spent. 
“ Having more forage than we 
need in good y ears,” say s the co m­ 
mittee, “ can be cheap insurance 
for the bad y ears when y ields may 
be drastically cut by lack of suf­ 
ficient moisture and other adverse

WASHINGTON to - Fou r times 
within the past nine day s Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has made state­ 
ments on this cou ntry ’s military 
policy . Perhaps with g ood reason, 
that policy is still not clear. 
He spoke of military policy in 
a letter to Secretary of Defense 
Wilson Jan. 5; in his State of the 
Union messag e Jan. 6; at a news 
conference Jan. 12; and in a spe­ 
cial messag e to Cong ress y ester­ 
day . 
The main reason the policy isn’t 
clear—ju dg ing from Eisenhower’s 
words—is that neither he nor his 
Adv isers can foresee ev ery situ a­ 
tion which may arise and there­ 
fore cannot predict what will be 
done in ev ery situ ation. 
If this creates some u ncertainty 
at home, it at least has the v irtu e 
of keeping the Commu nists g u ess­ 
ing and perhaps may hav e a dis­ 
cou rag ing effect on their ag g res­ 
siv e notions. 
This mu ch is clear: 
The United States mu st stay 
#*rmed for an indefinite period. No 
one can foretell how long the cold 
war will last. If this cou ntry tried 
to remain fu lly mobilized indefi­ 
nitely it 
mig ht, 
and 
no dou bt 
wou ld, wreck its economy . 
The 
United 
States 
wou ld 
be 
eq u ally u nstable if it allowed itself 
to be maneu v ered into cu tting de­ 
fenses to the bone ev ery time dan­ 
g er slackened, rebu ilding frantical­ 
ly wrhen dang er arose, and dis­ 
til rming ag ain when dang er dwin­ 
dled. 
So Eisenhower wants to econo­ 
mize as mu ch as he can by keep­ 
ing an armed force which will re­ 
main fairly constant in size bu t 
which can be mu shroomed into 
hu g e proportions in an emerg ency 
by bu ilding u p reserv es instead of 
keeping men u nder arms. 
He wants those men u nder arms 
—perhaps 2,8 50,000 by Ju ne 1956— 
Eq u ipped with the newest weap­ 
ons, inclu ding atomic ones—to be 
able to deter ag g ression and at 
the same time meet it instantly 
if it comes. 
Whether the President’s policy is 
sou nd will nev er be known u nless 
there is ag g ression. If the policy 
tu rns ou t wrong it may be fatal. 
In his letter to Wilson Eisen­ 
hower said: “To prov ide for meet­ 
i n g lesser hostile action—su ch as 
'■Socal ag g ression not broadened by 
the interv ention of a major ag g res­ 
sor’s 
forces—g rowing 
in 
many 
areas of the free world . . . 
“There remain certain conting en­ 
cies for w'hich the United Nations 
shou ld be ready with mobile forces 
to help indig enou s troops deter lo­ 
cal ag g ression, direct and indi­ 
rect.” 
If Ru ssia or Red China started 
an attack any where, the United 
S ta te s wou ld presu mably hit them 
at once and with atomic or nu ­ 
clear weapons, Eisenhower seemed 
to imply that in his State of the 
Union messag e when he said: 
“America’s response . . . will be 
swift and decisiv e” ag ainst ag g res­ 
sion by the Commu nist ru lers. Bu t 
what of ag g ression? 
If the Red Chinese attacked For­ 
mosa, where the United States has 
sig ned a mu tu al defense ag ree- 
v fhient with Nationalist leader Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, wou ld the United 
States retaliate ag ainst China with ! 
atonic bombs? If so, it mig ht 
mean world war since Ru ssia has 
an alliance with Red China. 
Bu t su ppose Red China attacked 
the islands nearer the China coast 
and now held by Chiang Kai-shek’s 
men bu t not mentioned 
in the 
treaty with Formosa? Wou ld the 
United States then help Chiang Kai- 
*hek? 
And wrhat is local ag g ression? 
Cou ld it mean, for instance, an at­ 
tack on Sou th Indochina by the 
Commu nist-led Vietminh in North 
Indochina? 
Wou ld 
t h e 
United 
States throw g rou p troops in there? 
If not g rou nd troops, wou ld the 
United States help ou t with tacti­ 
cal atomic weapons ag ainst the 
inv ading troops) or with strateg ic 
atomic weapons (bombing far in 
'^me rear)?

CLOSING A MINT 
THE GOVERNMENT anno unces it is 
clo sing the U. S. Mint at San Francisco be­ 
cause o f lack o f demand fo r co ins, and be­ 
cause they can be turned o ut at lo wer co st 
by the Denv er Mint, which has mo re mo d­ 
ern equipment. The Philadelphia Mint will 
be the o nly o ther o ne remaining . 
The U. S. Mints, which emplo y ed 4,000 
perso ns at the end o f Wo rld War II and 
were hard pressed to meet the demand fo r 
co ins, no w emplo y o nly 8 00. During the war 
co ins in circulatio n do ubled and redo ubled 
in number. Since then rfio ney o utstanding 
has remained relativ ely stable in amo unt. 
A mint fo rmerly o perated at Carso n 
City , Nev ., was clo sed mo re than 50 y ears 
ag o . Befo re the Civ il War Between the 
States a mint at Dahlo neg a, Ga., turned 
o ut co ins fro m g o ld mined in the area. 
U. S. Mints also manufacture co ins fo r 
v ario us So uth American co untries. Estab­ 
lished in 179 2, they were o rig inally under 
the State Department. The Bureau o f the 
Mint has been o perating as a satellite o f 
the Treasury Department since 18 73. 
The San Francisco Mint had a lo ng and 
co lo rful perio d o f o peratio n but its impo r­ 
tance declined when the U. S. went o ff the 
g o ld standard. The Carso n City Mint turn­ 
ed g o ld and silv er fro m the nearby Co m­ 
sto ck Lo de into co ins and fo lded when Co m­ 
sto ck o res petered o ut. 
Other functio ns perfo rmed by the mints, 
in additio n to the manufacture o f co ins, in­ 
clude issuance o f Treasury licenses fo r ac­ 
quisitio n, po ssessio n and use o f g o ld f o r 
business purpo ses, refining o f g o ld and 
co inag e o f medals fo r the armed serv ices. 


AUTO INDUSTRY ECLIPSED 
THAT AIRCRAFT manufacturing has 
surpassed th e auto industry in emplo y ­ 
ment, pay ro lls and pro bably in v alue o f 
pro duct is a result o f heav y defense empha­ 
sis o n military av iatio n. The repo rted $40 
millio n o utput o f civ il aircraft in 19 54 rep­ 
resents a sharp reductio n fro m prev io us 
y ears, further indicating the ex tent o f co n­ 
centratio n o n military o rders.

George E. Sokolsky ’s 
These Day s 


Because there has been so much discus­ 
sio n o f the ro le that J ay Lo v esto ne play s 
in the wo rk o f the American Federatio n o f 
Labo r abro ad, I asked him two questio ns: 
I. On what o ccasio ns and in what specific 
terms hav e y o u deno unced no t o nly So v iet 
Co mmunism but Marx ism g enerally ? 2. 
Co ncretely , ho w hav e y o u been fig hting the 
Co mmunist ev il and fo r ho w lo ng ? 
Lo v esto ne put his reply in the fo rm o f a 
letter which I g iv e herewith. J ay Lo v e­ 
sto ne was o ne o f the o rg anizers o f the 
American Co mtnunist Party . He was its 
leader prio r to 19 29 when he was remo v ed 
by o rder o f Stalin. Subsequently , he o rg an­ 
ized his o wn Co mmunist g ro up kno wn as 
the ‘Lo v esto nites,” which became a n t i- 
Co mmunist in 19 36 and was disbanded in 
19 40. The fo llo wing is his statement: 
‘Fro m the v ery mo ment that I bro ke 
with the Co mmunist Party , mo re than a 
quarter o f a century ag o , I fo ug ht So v iet 
to talitarianism. My strug g le ag ainst Co m­ 
munism and ev ery dictato rship—Marx ist, 
Leninist, Tro sky ist, Stalinist, F a s c i s t , 
Nazi, Falang ist, Tito ist—became unco m­ 
pro mising as I unlearned and l e a r n e d 
thro ug h ex perience and study . On Septem­ 
ber 30, .1939, in the hey day s o f American 
appeasement o f Mo sco w, I wro te: 
‘The 
v ario us Co mmunist parties o f the wo rld 
are no t po litical parties in the sense o ne 
speaks o f such o rg anizatio ns in Western 
Euro pe and America.’ I then characterized 
all such parties as ‘po lice parties’ which 
hav e beco me ‘mere ag encies o f the Rus­ 
sian fo reig n-affairs department and t h e 
G.P.U.’ and transfo rmed into ‘ag encies o f 
the Hitler-Stalin military alliance.’ 
“ Warning ag ainst the dang er o f failing 
to ev aluate pro perly the Co mmunist mo v e­ 
ment, I wro te o n April 27, 19 40: ‘It is the 
failure to g rasp this cardinal characteris­ 
tic o f Stalinist o rg anizatio n to day that has 
made so many ho nest, well-meaning lib­ 
erals g o into the camp o f fello w-trav ellers, 
fello w-limpers, o r to beco me ev en o utrig ht 
sto o g es.’ 
‘At the clo se o f 19 40, the Independent 
Labo r Leag ue, o f which I was General Sec­ 
retary , was disso lv ed. In its statement o f 
disso lutio n, I emphasized: ‘All the o rg an­ 
izatio ns, parties and g ro ups that hav e 
co me o ut o f the o ld So cialist and Co mmu­ 
nist mo v ements hav e lo st their g ro und o f 
ex istence. . .The 
ex isting 
So cialist and 
radical g ro ups are essentially o ut o f to uch 
with American life and its pro blems . . . 
They cling to o ld phrases and fetishes, to 
fo rmulas and shibbo leths lo ng o bso lete, 
with a pathetic blindness. . .’ 
“ Because o f my lo y alty to the free labo r 
mo v ement and realizatio n that Co mmu­ 
nism and ev ery o ther g rand o f dictato r­ 
ship are mo rtal enemies o f human dig nity , 
decency , freedo m o f co nscience and liber­ 
ty , I co ntinued my fig ht ag ainst this g rav e 
menace. Fro m May 1941 to J une 19 44, I 
serv ed as Secretary o f the Labo r Div isio n 
o f the Co mmittee to Defend America. 
‘Since J uly 19 44, I hav e been directo r o f 
the Internatio nal Relatio ns Department o f 
the Internatio nal Ladies’ Garment Wo rk­ 
ers’ Unio n—the pio neer and driv ing fo rce 
o f American labo r’s fig ht ag ainst Co mmu­ 
nism. Simultaneo usly , I hav e been serv ing 
as Ex ecutiv e Secretary o f the American 
Federatio n o f Labo r Free Trade 
U n i o n 
Co mmittee, internatio nally kno wn fo r its 
fig ht ag ainst Co mmunism and ev ery o ther 
fo rm o f to talitarian subv ersio n at ho me 
and abro ad where free trade unio ns need 
assistance in defeating Co mmunist infil­ 
tratio n.

By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D 
WHILE h eadach es sometimes 
sign al real trou ble, th ey are u su ­ 
ally on ly warn in g y ou th at y ou ’v e 
gon e at someth in g too v igorou sly . 
You ’re probably ten se, n erv ou s or 
u pset emotion ally from some re­ 
cen t activ ity or occu rren ce. 
May be y ou ’v e worked or play ed 
a little too h ard. May be y ou didn ’t 
get en ou gh sleep. Or perh aps 
y ou ’v e eaten or dru n k more th an 
y ou sh ou ld. 
Curing a Headache 
At an y rate, on ce y ou ’v e got a 
h eadach e, y ou r immediate con ­ 
cern Is to get rid of it. 
Here 
are 
some 
su ggestion s 
wh ich I th in k will probably work: 
In most cases, aspirin reliev es 
th e pain . Take on e or two tablets 
with a glass of water; th en an ­ 
oth er tablet in abou t an h ou r if 
y ou r h ead still h u rts. Empirln 
compou n d tablets may giv e y ou 
faster relief. It depen ds u pon th e 
In div idu al. On e tablet followed by 
a secon d in an h ou r is u su ally 
en ou gh . 
Other Measures 
Th ere are oth er measu res y ou 
can take, too. 
At th e first sign of a h eadach e, 
lie down in a qu iet, darken ed 
room. Apply eith er h ot or cold to 
y ou r h ead. Determin e wh ich is th e 
most sooth in g. You can u se wet 
cloth s, bu t y ou ’ll probably fin d an 
Ice bag or h ot water bottle more 
con v en ien t. 
You can also try plu n gin g y ou r 
h an ds in to Ice water for on e min ­ 


u te. Repeat th is procedu re th ree 
times at on e-h alf h ou r in terv als. 
Ho t Fo o t Bath 
Sometimes a h ot foot bath will 
h elp. Th is may ch an ge th e circu ­ 
lation en ou gh to reliev e th e h ead 
con gestion . 
If, after try in g th ese proce­ 
du res, y ou still h av e a h eadach e, 
y ou ’d better call y ou r doctor. Ev en 
if y ou r h eadach e is n ot of a really 
seriou s n atu re, y ou r ph y sician can 
prescribe mere powerfu l dru gs 
th an th ose I h av e men tion ed to 
giv e y ou almost certain relief. 
Relax atio n Vital 
Bu t, abov e all, y ou mu st relax . 
Worry or ex citemen t will on ly 
make y ou r h eadach e worse. 
As I adv ised y ou y esterday , look 
on th e brigh t side of th in gs—ev en 
wh en y ou ’v e got a h eadach e. It 
won ’t last forev er. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
I. V.: Abou t 18 mon th s ago I h ad 
a “strep” sore th roat. Sin ce th at 
time I h av e a feelin g th at I h av e 
a large lu mp in my th roat. Wh at 
cou ld cau se th is con dition ? 
An swer: Th e ex act cau se for 
th is con dition cou ld on ly be de­ 
termin ed after a carefu l ex ami­ 
n ation . A feelin g of “a lu mp in 
th e th roat” may be du e to some 
in fection or in flammation in th e 
th roat or, possibly , to a tu mor 
growth . Howev er, in a great ma­ 
jority of cases, it is du e to a n erv ­ 
ou s disorder. Wh en th e cau se is 
fou n d, proper treatm en t may be 
carried ou t.

Christ, Son of the Living God 


SIMON PETER DECLARES JESUS’ DIVINE SONSHIP 


S crip tu re—Ma tth ew 16:15-17; Jo h n 1:1-11,; 5:17-18; 
17:1-51 
Ph ilip p ia n s 2:5-11; Co lo ssia n s 1:15-20; Heb rews 1:1-1,. 
“Jesu s saith u nto him, Hav e I 
BJ NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
THE PARTICULAR portion of 
the Gospel story which is the be­ 
ginning of today ’s lesson portray s 
probably 
the 
most 
important 
period of Christ’s life between His 
baptism by John the Baptist to 
His death on the Cross. 
Christ’s first statem ent of the 
chu rch soon to be born is fol­ 
lowed by the prediction of His 
death and Resu rrection, and tnat 
is followed soon after by the 
Transfigu ration. 
Jesu s was the most talked abou t 
Man of His day . The things He 
said, the miracles He performed, 
His way of life, made Him ou t­ 
standing. 
What did men say abou t Him ? 
That was the qu estion Christ 
asked of His disciples when they 
came into the coasts of Caesarea 
Philippi, a beau tifu l region “ju st 
ov er the frontier at the foot of 
the spu rs of Mou nt Hernon.” The 
disciples answered Him that some 
said He was John the Baptist— 
now deceased—others thou ght He 
was the Prophet Elijah come 
back, or Jeremiah or another of 
the old Prophets. 
Then the Lord tu rned to His 
own friends and constant com­ 
panions, and asked, “Bu t whom 


been so long time with y ou , and 
y et hast thou not known Me, 
Philip? 
he that hath seen Me 
hath seen-the Father; and how 
say est thou then, Shew u s the 
Father. Believ est thou not that 
I am in the Father, and the 
Father in Me? the words that I 
speak u nto y ou I speak not of 
My self: 
bu t 
the 
Father 
that 
dwelleth la Me, He doeth the 
works. 
“Believ e Mc that T am in tho 
Father, and the Father in Me;" 
“Verily , v erily , I say u nto y ou , 
He that believ eth on Me, the 
works that I do shall he do also: 
and greater works than these shall 
he do; becau se I go u nto My 
Father.” 
After Jesu s’ death and Resu r­ 
rection, the things that He had 
done were ex hibited by the disci­ 
ples themselv es. They were giv en 
the inner strength of character 
and the power to do His work on 
earth, to perform miracles, to or­ 
ganize and carry on the chu rch 
that Jesu s spoke of after Peter’s 
declaration of faith in Him. These 
things they did in spite of perse­ 
cu tion. 
In conclu ding this lesson, let u s 
see what Pau l, that apostle who 
was edu cated as a teacher—an

say y e that I am ?” Peter an­ 
swered Him—Peter, the w arm ­ 
hearted bu t sometimes u nreliable 
disciple: ‘Thou a rt the Christ, 
the Son of the liv ing God,” he 
said. 
Jesu s blessed him for that an­ 
swer which He said that flesh and 
blood had not rev ealed to him, 
“bu t My Father which is in 
Heav en. And I also say u nto thee. 
That Thou a rt Peter, and u pon 
this rock I will bu ild My chu rch; 
and the gates of hell shall not pre­ 
v ail against it.” 
Alfred Plu mmer say s that it al­ 
most seems as if Jesu s had asked 
the qu estion with some anx iety , 
and when Peter gav e his answer, 
the Lord w'as ov erjoy ed, for it is 
the only place in the Gospel where 
Jesu s called an indiv idu al blessed. 
How did Peter come by his de­ 
cision? By listening to Jesu s, by 
following Him, by His m inistry 
and works. He cou ld come to no 
other conclu sion, for “Nev er man 
spake as this Man,” nev er then 
nor since, did any man do what 
this Man did ov er and ov er. 
Philip seems not to hav e fu lly 
appreciated 
the 
teachings 
of 
Christ concerning the Father. He 
had heard the M aster's words, and 
was conv inced that He, and He 
alone, cou ld rev eal God the Father 
to them, so he said: “Lord, show 
u s the Father, and it su fficeth 
u s.” 


edu cated and conserv ativ e man, 
said: 
t 
“Let this mind be in y ou , which 
was also in Christ Jesu s; Who, 
being in the form of God, thou ght 
it not robbery to be equ al with 
God: Bu t made Himself of no 
repu tation, and took u pon Him 
the form of a serv ant, and was 
made in the likeness of men: 
“And being fou nd in fashion as 
a man, He hu mbled Himself, and 
became obedient u nto death, ev en 
the death of the cross.” And this 
was a shamefu l and terribly cru el 
death. 
“Wherefore God also hath high­ 
ly ex alted Him, and giv en Him a 
name which is abov e ev ery name: 
That at the name of Jesu s ev ery 
knee shou ld bow, bf things in 
heav en, and things in earth, and 
things u nder the earth; 
"And that ev ery tongu e shou ld 
confess that Jesu s Christ is Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father." 
The eternal glory of the Son 
of God is rev ealed in Jesu s’ words, 
John 17 , when Christ lifted u p His 
ey es to heav en and said, “Father, 
the hou r is come; glorify Thy Son, 
that Thy Son also may glorify 
Thee . . . I hav e glorified Thee 
on the earth; I hav e finished the 
work which Thou gav est Me to do. 
And now, O Father, glorify Thou 
Me with Thine own self with the 
glory which I had with Thee be­ 
fore the world was.”

In an address before a national 
road conference sponsored by the

said that a 1939 report of the Bur­ 
eau of Public Roads opposing toll 
financing had “delayed the devel­ 
opment of a national trunk high­ 
way system for 15 years.” 
Gen. Lucius D. Clay, chairm an

mission, told the conference at its

‘toll roads are here to stay’ but

ROBERT T. JONES Jr., presi- 
dent of the Houston Chronicle, said 
the Clay committee plan would end 
any need for further toll roads. 
The Clay commission called for 
a total federal-state highway pro- 


, gram of $101 billion over the next 
IO years. It suggested that the fed­ 
eral government pay $25 billion of 
the cost of a proposed $27 billion 
network of 40,000 miles of inter­ 
state 
highway 
through 
revenue 
bonds floated by a new highway 
I corporation. Clay said gasoline tax 
revenues over the next 30 years 
would be more than enough to pay 
for this program. 
Bailey, instead, called for repeal 
of the 2-cent-a-gallon federal gas­ 
oline 
tax. 
He 
suggested 
“that 
source of revenue be left entirely 
to the states.” 
Ile asked that the federal gov- * 
eminent set up a national turn­ 
pike authority and provide $1. 4 
billion a year for highway work 
from 
excise 
taxes 
on 
autos, 
trucks, oils, tires and parts. 
Under Bailey’s program, the en­ 
tire 40,000 mile interstate network 
would be made up of toll roads fi­ 
nanced by joint funds from state 
and federal 
turnpike authorities. 
In sparsely populated areas the 
federal government would pay the 
entire construction cost. 
A toll fee of I to 2 cents a 
mile would be charged to automo­ 
biles and 2 to 4 cents a mile to 
trucks. Proceeds would be 
used 
for maintenance and the retire­ 
ment of bonds issued by states to 
finance their part of the plan.

Kirk, who farm s 335 acres near j 
Jeffersonville, Ohio, credits a “ put- I 
back” program of soil 
replenish­ 
ment, which builds and maintains 
the fertility level, with 
a 
m ajor I 
part in making his victory possible. 
Kirk listed this program as: 
1-Feeding the soil a well balanc­ 
ed supply of nitrogen, 
phosphate 
and potash fertilizer. 
2-Liming the soil as needed ev­ 
il cry three years. 
3-Returning m anure and crop re­ 
sidues to the soil. 
4-Using a rotation that gives a 
soil-building legume crop two years 
of four. 
The 1954 championship corn was 
grown on a field plowed out of an 
alfalfa sod in the Spring. Before 
seeding, Kirk disced in IOO pounds 
of ammonium nitrate. Then in the 
row he added 250 pounds per acre 
A of a complete fertilizer carrying 
^nitrogen, 
phosphate 
and 
potash. 
The soil had been previously fert­ 
ilized by regular additions of plant 
food to preceding crops in the ro­ 
tation. 
Kirk had about 175 acres in com 
last year, with yields that averaged 
close to 90 bushels per acre. 
The 4-year rotation on his Miami 
clay soil includes corn, wheat and 
two years of meadow. Kirk fertil­ 
izes the wheat 
at 
seeding 
time 
liwith a complete fertilizer and then 
top-dresses the field the following 
spring with a complete fertilizer. 
He says yield results are much 
better by this method than by re­ 
lying on a top-dressing of nitro­ 
gen alone. Kirk usually seeds the 
legume crop early in the Spring. 
He uses a fifty-fifty alfalfa-clover 
mixtures plus a small amount of 
timothy. 
Kirk claims that the 1954 spa­ 
lls son in Ohio was the best growing 
year in recent history. 
‘My farm ’s soil,” he said “ was 
In prime condition to take full ad­ 
vantage of the favorable conditions.

“ Having more forage than we 
need in good years,” says the com­ 
mittee, “ can be cheap insurance 
for the bad years when yields may 
be drastically cut by lack of suf­ 
ficient moisture and other adverse 
weather conditions.”

Water that forms inside tract­ 
or and auto engines during cold 
weather causes corrosion and ex­ 
cessive wear, W. E. Gill, Ohio 
State University extension agri- 
cultural engineer, reminds farm­ 
ers. 
About a gallon of water forms 
for each gallon of gasoline burn­ 
ed. This water passes out the ex­ 
haust as water vapor under or­ 
dinary engine operation. In cold 
weather, however, water vapor 
may blow past pistons into the 
oil pan and condense into water. 
High operating 
temperatures 
and oil changes recommended in 
operators’ manuals help prevent 
engine damage. High tempera­ 
ture operation keeps oil hot to 
vaporize water that gets in the 
oil pan. Oil changes remove wat­ 
er from the oil pan. 
Gill advised tractor 
and 
car 
drivers to keep radiator temper­ 
atures above 160 degrees. Oper­ 
ating temperatures up to 180 de- 
grees 
improve 
fuel 
economy. 
Temperatures above 160 degrees 
will require permanent type an­ 
ti-freeze, he cautioned. 
Thermostats and radiator cov­ 
ers or shutters will help main­ 
tain high radiator temperatures 
during cold weather.

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WASHINGTON UP» — Four times 
within the past nine days Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower has made state­ 
ments on this country’s military 
po licy . Perhaps with good reason, 
that policy is still not clear. 
He spoke of military policy in 
a letter to Secretary of Defense 
Wilson Jan. 5; in his State of the 
Union message Jan. 6; at a news 
conference Jan. 12; and in a spe­ 
cial message to Congress yester 
day. 
The main reason the policy isn’t 
clear—judging from Eisenhower’s 
words—is that neither he nor his 
(Advisers can foresee every situa 
lion which may arise and there­ 
fore cannot predict what will be 
done in every situation. 
If this creates some uncertainty 
at home, it at least has the virtue 
of keeping the Communists guess­ 
ing and perhaps may have a dis­ 
couraging effect on their aggres 
give notions. 
This much is clear; 
The United States must stay 
firm ed for an indefinite period. No 
one can foretell how long the cold 
w ar will last. If this country tried 
to remain fully mobilized indefi­ 
nitely it 
might, 
and 
no 
doubt 
would, wreck its economy. 
The 
United 
States 
would 
be 
equally unstable if it allowed itself 
to be maneuvered into cutting de 
fenses to the bone every time dan­ 
ger slackened, rebuilding frantical­ 
ly when danger arose, and dis­ 
a rm in g again when danger dwin­ 
dled. 
So Eisenhower wants to econo­ 
mize as much as he can by keep­ 
ing an armed force which will re­ 
main fairly constant in size but 
which can be mushroomed into 
huge proportions in an emergency 
by building up reserves instead of 
keeping men under arms. 
He wants those men under arm s 
—perhaps 2.850,000 by June 1956— 
flt-quipped with the newest weap­ 
ons, including atomic ones—to be 
able to deter aggression and at 
the same time meet it instantly 
if it comes. 
Whether the President’s policy is 
sound will never be known unless 
there is aggression. If the policy 
turns out wrong it may be fatal. 
In his letter to Wilson Eisen­ 
hower said: “To provide for meet­ 
i n g lesser hostile action—such as 
i*3local aggression not broadened by 
the intervention of a major aggres­ 
sor’s 
forces—growing 
in 
many 
areas of the free world . . . 
“There remain certain contingen­ 
cies for which the United Nations 
should be ready with mobile forces 
to help indigenous troops deter lo­ 
cal aggression, direct and indi­ 
rect.” 
If Russia or Red China started 
an attack anywhere, the United 
S ta te s would presumably hit them 
at once and with atomic or nu­ 
clear weapons. Eisenhower seemed 
to imply that in his State of the 
Union message when he said: 
“ America’s response . . . will be 
swift and decisive” against aggres­ 
sion by the Communist rulers. But 
what of aggression? 
If the Red Chinese attacked For­ 
mosa, where the United States has 
signed a mutual defense agree- 
vlhient with Nationalist leader Chi- 
ang Kai-shek, would the United 
States retaliate against China with 
atomc 
bombs? 
If so, it might 
mean world war since Russia has 
an alliance with Red China. 
But suppose Red China attacked 
the islands nearer the China coast 
and now held by Chiang Kai-shek’s 
men but 
not 
mentioned 
in the 
treaty with Formosa? Would the 
United States then help Chiang Kai- 
^hek? 
And what is local aggression? 
Could it mean, for instance, an at­ 
tack on South Indochina by the 
Communist-led Vietminh in North 
Indochina? 
Would 
t h e 
United 
States throw group troops in there? 
If not ground troops, would the 
United States help out with tacti­ 
cal atomic weapons against the 
invading troops) or with strategic 
atomic weapons (bombing far in 
t o rear)?

CLOSING A M INT 
THE GOVERNMENT announces it is 
closing the U. S. Mint at San Francisco be­ 
cause of lack of demand for coins, and be­ 
cause they can be turned out at lower cost 
by the Denver Mint, which has more mod­ 
ern equipment. The Philadelphia Mint will 
be the only other one remaining. 
The U. S. Mints, which employed 4,000 
persons at the end of World War II and 
were hard pressed to meet the demand for 
coins, now employ only 800. During the war 
coins in circulation doubled and redoubled 
in number. Since then rrioney outstanding 
has remained relatively stable in amount. 
A mint formerly operated at Carson 
City, Nev., was closed more than 50 years 
ago. Before the Civil War Between the 
States a mint at Dahlonega, Ga., turned 
out coins from gold mined in the area. 
U. S. Mints also manufacture coins for 
various South American countries. Estab­ 
lished in 1792, they were originally under 
the State Department. The Bureau of the 
Mint has been operating as a satellite of 
the Treasury Department since 1873. 
The San Francisco Mint had a long and 
colorful period of operation but its impor­ 
tance declined when the U. S. went off the 
gold standard. The Carson City Mint turn 
ed gold and silver from the nearby Com­ 
stock Lode into coins and folded when Com­ 
stock ores petered out. 
Other functions performed by the mints, 
in addition to the manufacture of coins, in­ 
clude issuance of Treasury licenses for ac­ 
quisition, possession and use of gold f o r 
business purposes, refining of gold and 
coinage of medals for the armed services. 


AUTO INDUSTRY ECLIPSED 
THAT AIRCRAFT manufacturing has 
surpassed the auto industry in employ­ 
ment, payrolls and probably in value of 
product is a result of heavy defense empha­ 
sis on military aviation. The reported $40 
million output of civil aircraft in 1954 rep­ 
resents a sharp reduction from previous 
years, further indicating the extent of con­ 
centration on military orders.

George E. Sokolsky’s 
These Days 


Because there has been so much discus­ 
sion of the role that Jay Lovestone plays 
in the work of the American Federation of 
Labor abroad, I asked him two questions: 
I. On what occasions and in what specific 
terms have you denounced not only Soviet 
Communism but Marxism generally? 2. 
Concretely, how have you been fighting the 
Communist evil and for how long? 
Lovestone put his reply in the form of a 
letter which I give herewith. Jay Love­ 
stone was one of the organizers of the 
American Communist Party. He was its 
leader prior to 1929 when he was removed 
by order of Stalin. Subsequently, he organ­ 
ized his own Communist group known as 
the ‘Lovestonites,” which became a n t i ­ 
communist in 1936 and was disbanded in 
1940. The following is his statement: 
‘From the very moment that I broke 
with the Communist Party, more than a 
quarter of a century ago, I fought Soviet 
totalitarianism. My struggle against Com­ 
munism and every dictatorship—Marxist, 
Leninist, Troskyist, Stalinist, F a s c i s t, 
Nazi, Falangist, Titoist—became uncom­ 
promising as I unlearned and l e a r n e d 
through experience and study. On Septem­ 
ber 30, 1939, in the heydays of American 
appeasement of Moscow, I wrote: 
‘The 
various Communist parties of the world 
are not political parties in the sense one 
speaks of such organizations in Western 
Europe and America.’ I then characterized 
all such parties as ‘police parties’ which 
have become ‘mere agencies of the Rus­ 
sian foreign-affairs department and t h e 
G.P.U.’ and transformed into ‘agencies of 
the Hitler-Stalin military alliance.’ 
“Warning against the danger of failing 
to evaluate properly the Communist move­ 
ment, I wrote on April 27, 1940: ‘It is the 
failure to grasp this cardinal characteris­ 
tic of Stalinist organization today that has 
made so many honest, well-meaning lib­ 
erals go into the camp of fellow-travellers, 
fellow-limpers, or to become even outright 
stooges.* 
‘At the close of 1940, the Independent 
Labor League, of which I was General Sec­ 
retary, was dissolved. In its statement of 
dissolution, I emphasized: ‘All the organ­ 
izations, parties and groups that have 
come out of the old Socialist and Commu­ 
nist movements have lost their ground of 
existence. . .The 
existing 
Socialist and 
radical groups are essentially out of touch 
with American life and its problems . . . 
They cling to old phrases and fetishes, to 
formulas and shibboleths long obsolete, 
with a pathetic blindness. . .’ 
“Because of my loyalty to the free labor 
movement and realization that Commu­ 
nism and every other grand of dictator­ 
ship are mortal enemies of human dignity, 
decency, freedom of conscience and liber­ 
ty, I continued my fight against this grave 
menace. From May 1941 to June 1944, I 
served as Secretary of the Labor Division 
of the Committee to Defend America. 
‘Since July 1944, I have been director of 
the International Relations Department of 
the International Ladies’ Garment Work­ 
ers’ Union—the pioneer and driving force 
of American labor’s fight against Commu­ 
nism. Simultaneously, I have been serving 
as Executive Secretary of the American 
Federation of Labor Free Trade U n i o n 
Committee, internationally known for its 
fight against Communism and every other 
form of totalitarian subversion at home 
and abroad where free trade unions need 
assistance in defeating Communist infil­ 
tration.

How to Ease a Headache 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D 
WHILE headaches sometime* 
signal real trouble, they are usu­ 
ally only warning you that you’ve 
gone at something too vigorously. 
You’re probably tense, nervous or 
upset emotionally from some re­ 
cent activity or occurrence. 
Maybe you’ve worked or played 
a little too hard. Maybe you didn’t 
get enough sleep. Or perhaps 
you’ve eaten or drunk more than 
you should. 
Curing a Headache 
At any rate, once you’ve got a 
headache, your immediate con­ 
cern is to get rid of it. 
Here 
are 
some 
suggestions 
which I think will probably work: 
In most cases, aspirin relieves 
the pain. Take one or two tablets 
with a glass of water; then an­ 
other tablet in about an hour if 
your head still hurts. Empirln 
compound tablets may give you 
faster relief. It depends upon the 
Individual. One tablet followed by 
a second in an hour is usually 
enough. 
Other Measures 
There are other measures you 
can take, too. 
At the first sign of a headache, 
lie down in a quiet, darkened 
room. Apply either hot or cold to 
your head. Determine which is the 
most soothing. You can use wet 
cloths, but you’ll probably find an 
Ice bag or hot water bottle more 
convenient. 
You can also try plunging your 
hands into Ice water for one min­ 


ute. Repeat this procedure three 
times at one-half hour intervals. 
Hot Foot Bath 
Sometimes a hot foot bath will 
help. This may change the circu­ 
lation enough to relieve the head 
congestion. 
If, after trying these proce­ 
dures, you still have a headache, 
you’d better call your doctor. Even 
lf your headache Is not of a really 
serious nature, your physician can 
prescribe mere powerful drugs 
than those I have mentioned to 
give you almost certain relief. 
Relaxation Vital 
But, above all, you must relax. 
Worry or excitement will only 
make your headache worse. 
As I advised you yesterday, look 
on the bright side of things—even 
when you’ve got a headache. It 
won’t last forever. 


QUESTION AND ANSWER 
I. V.: About 18 months ago I had 
a “strep” sore throat. Since that 
time I have a feeling th at I have 
a large lump in my throat. What 
could cause this condition? 
Answer: The exact cause for 
this condition could only be de­ 
termined after a careful exami­ 
nation. A feeling of “a lump in 
the throat” may be due to some 
infection or inflammation in the 
throat or, possibly, to a tumor 
growth. However, in a great ma­ 
jority of cases, it is due to a nerv­ 
ous disorder. When the cause is 
found, proper treatm ent may be 
carried out.

SIMON PETER DECLARES JESUS* DIVINE SONSHIP 


Scripture— Matthew 16:13-17; John 1:1-th; 5:17-18; 14:8-14; 17:1-5; 
Philippians 2:5-11; Colossians 1:15-20; Hebrews 1:1-4- 
“Jesus saith unto him, Have I 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
THE PARTICULAR portion of 
the Gospel story which is the be­ 
ginning of today’s lesson portrays 
probably 
the 
most 
important 
period of Christ’s life between His 
baptism by John the Baptist to 
His death on the Cross. 
Christ’s first statement of the 
church soon to be born is fol­ 
lowed by the prediction of His 
death and Resurrection, and that 
is followed soon after by the 
Transfiguration. 
Jesus was the most talked about 
Man of His day. The things He 
said, the miracles He performed. 
His way of life, made Him out­ 
standing. 
W hat did men say about Him ? 
That was the question Christ 
asked of His disciples when they 
came into the coasts of Caesarea 
Philippi, a beautiful region “just 
over the frontier at the foot of 
the spurs of Mount Hernon." The 
disciples answered Him that some 
said He was John the Baptist— 
now deceased—others thought He 
was the Prophet Elijah come 
back, or Jeremiah or another of 
the old Prophets. 
Then the Lord turned to His 
own friends and constant com­ 
panions, and asked, “But whom 


been so long time with you, and 
yet hast thou not known Me, 
Philip? he th at hath seen Me 
hath seen* the Father; and how 
sayest thou then, Shew us the 
Father. Believest thou not that 
I am in the Father, and the 
Father in Me? the w'ords that I 
speak unto you I speak not of 
Myself: 
but 
the 
Father 
that 
dwelleth in Me, He doeth the 
works. 
“Believe Me that I am in tho 
Father, and the Father in Me;” 
“Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that believeth on Me, the 
w'orks that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than these shall 
he do; because I go unto My 
Father.” 
After Jesus* death and Resur­ 
rection, the things that He had 
done were exhibited by the disci­ 
ples themselves. They were given 
the inner strength of character 
and the power to do His wrork on 
earth, to perform miracles, to or­ 
ganize and carry on the church 
that Jesus spoke of after Peter’s 
declaration of faith in Him. These 
things they did in spite of perse­ 
cution. 
In concluding this lesson, let us 
see w'hat Paul, that apostle who 
was educated as a teacher—an

AND STILL others w ant to aviod 
any m isunderstanding th at would 
handicap any one of the local fund­ 
raising cam paigns. The latter rea­ 
son, it was pointed out, has kept the 
m atter out of the public discussion 
stage here for a long tim e. 
E xcept for a brief period in m id­ 
sum m er, fund-raising drives have 
either been in preparation or pro­ 
gress throughout the rest of the 
year. Boosters of the Community 
Chest plan expressed the hope long 
ago th at the whole question could 
be threshed out during the Sum ­ 
m er m onths “ when nobody can get 
the wrong idea and take it out on 
w hatever cam paign happens to be 
in progress.”
